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THE ARCHITECTURE THE MOVING PICTURE

YOU would value, part 
your reference file, new, convinc- 
ing and fresh proof the signifi- 
cance architecture the lives 
people and nations, consider 
the moving-picture industry and 
the part architecture plays its 
problems. Take, for example, any the major 
historical dramas the silver screen. Here there 
must conveyed the audience sense regal 
magnificence, princely splendor, voluptu- 
ous and mighty extravagance. Hand hand 
with all this pageantry goes, perhaps, condi- 
tions poor, ground-down and wretched mean- 
ness—both elements existing the life, the day, 
the people that the plot seeks interpret. 

The costumes the period and the unfolding 
the plot contribute their part these ends, 
but these factors would almost blank pages 
without the proper architectural background. 
Architecture stands here, always stands, 
the open, the legibly written, the clear, the ir- 
refutable book which all may read the tale 
how the men any day, age, clime social 
order lived and made contribution the drama 
that history. their architecture, its forms 
and purposes, any given people write lucid, 
illuminating record their debasements and ex- 
altations; tell minutely the story the life that 
moves swiftly slowly about them their 
Cities, streets and homes. 

Thus, the nature the moving picture, ar- 
chitecture indispensable clear and success- 
ful interpretation. The several forms spoken 
drama may and are very creditably and intel- 
ligently presented without detailed architec- 
tural settings, but this silent drama permits 
nothing but fairly accurate, well-executed archi- 
tecture much the spirit and motive the 
plot would lost the audience. 

the industry the present moment there 
exists keen consciousness and appreciation 
the importance good architecture, but this 


has not always been so. moving-picture his- 


tory can cited many examples architec- 


tural settings which bore little truthful, faith- 
ful accurate relationship the plots, his- 
torical periods, places and people which they 
were supposed part. Imagination without 
intelligent direction and the desire for the super- 
spectacular had for historical re- 
search and the value exactness things. 

The desire for the spectacular still looms large 
its proportions, but this connection must 
borne mind that moving pictures deal with 
make-believe and wonder lands. the in- 
alienable right these lands contain elements 
fanciful exaggeration that would hardly 
tolerated the academic standards saner and 
more prosaic worlds. However, the main, 
must noted that this industry now cultivates 
wholesome respect for historical accuracy. The 
larger producing companies maintain extensive 
research libraries and have their staffs expert 
research workers, whose work supply 
accurate architectural, decorative and costume 
principles for any given script. the smaller 
well the costlier productions carefully 
studied relationship between the architecture 
and the other factors the play now plainly 
noticeable. The principles, least, are sound 
and correct; they may somewhat 
but they are seldom atrociously mutilated and 
indiscriminately mixed was often the case 
during the embryo days the industry. 

the technique moving-picture archi- 
tecture and its acquisition the aspirant the 
work—this something that has made its own 
laws went along. Duc the fact that one 
day art director architect may called 
upon re-create Wild West town, the next 
day Oriental street scene and the next day 
Renaissance cathedral, must person 
more than ordinary versatility 


adaptability. Added this are the problems 
creating all sorts optical illusions, while the 
factors illumination and lighting are very in- 
volved indeed, and call for high degree 
expert knowledge order secure the wanted 
effects and avoid costly delays. Only one whose 
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basic art training very sound and thorough 
can qualify for position the designing and 
draughting rooms the moving-picture lots. 
Where such persons learn the tricks that make 
their knowledge and training adaptable the 
purposes moving-picture production 
mystery, known only the individuals who 
have mastered the art. case each man 
being his own teacher, for the cinema industry 
yet has representation the curriculum 
university extension organizations, and en- 
terprising person has set school for teaching 
the technique production. 

the actual execution the sets for pic- 
ture, the architectural departments “movie” 
land follow course contrary that the 
regular architectural office. The final version 
script given the art director, who makes 


perspective sketches the several interior and 


exterior scenes. largely concerned with 
securing dramatic effectiveness and atmosphere, 
disregarding elevations and similar mechanical 
considerations. These sketches are turned over 
the draughting department, whose work 
figure out and provide set working 
drawings that will carry out the ideas indicated 
the art department. 

These two steps sound simple enough the 
telling. practice they are not quite simple. 
Perspective must frequently handled give 
set much greater length, width and height 
than really possesses. small part the 
suggestive power the motion picture lies 
its varied values light and shade. Within 
single moment, room stretch street may 
have have several different light values and 
areas; another moment the values may 
shifted the whole appear white, clear 
light. This means that rare judgment must 
exercised determine what details shall put 
and what left out and what factors shall 
given pronounced value, while avoiding unde- 
sirable distortion. Therefore every detail—every- 
thing that will cast shadow—must worked 
out and scaled that its value under all and 
changing light conditions bears proper relation 
the spirit, motive and action plot its 
several stages development and various dra- 
matic moments. 

Nowhere the make-believe element the 
moving pictures more strikingly evident than 
set building and the uses materials. The 
sets are, course, temporary, and production 
costs must always kept hand, and this has 
led the industry develop remarkable inge- 
nuity the use relatively few materials. 
Brick and stone walls are made cast plaster, 
textured and colored imitation the desired 
material. Plaster board, Celotex and similar 
composition wall materials are other standbys 
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the set builders, whose abilities improvisa- 
tion enable them produce unbelievable 
number effects with these mediums. The sets 
are all front and back and are built port- 
able sections that they may readily shifted 
about. 

While set obviously temporary and may 
used only once, frequently happens that 
serves several capacities, each one differing 
from its original purpose. the Hollywood lot 
the United Artists street set which began 
life Bagdad scene Fairbank’s “Thief 
Bagdad.” Presently functioned Arabian 
street scene “The Son the Sheik.” Still later 
Venetian thoroughfare, and again was wholly 
satisfactory lending suggestive atmosphere 
bit old Spanish life. secure these differ- 
ing requirements locale and time, was, 
course, necessary make various changes 
the facades the buildings, doorways, roofs 
and windows. That this was done without the 
public ever suspecting the facts the case, and 
without demolishing the basic foundations 
the set, accomplishment paying high 
tribute the versatility the designers, archi- 
tects and builders the United Artists’ lot. 

From this brief glimpse into the architectural 
practices Movie Land, perceive that the 
industry has evolved architecture and ways 
doing things entirely its own and adapted 
its peculiar problems production and audience 
appeal. very evident that architecture this 
case has mass attention focused upon 
greater degree, perhaps, than any other cir- 
cumstance modern life. Without question, the 
numerous moving pictures portraying life 
California and the Spanish home and bunga- 
low have rendered great service bringing 
new residents the State the several co- 
operative development organizations with their 
high-priced and well-worded advertising. There 
are few people immune the lure this land 
and its architecture the “movies” vividly 
and romantically set forth. Every newcomer 
the State cherishes ambition acquire 
Spanish California home soon after his 
arrival humanly possible. His preconceived 
notion what that home will like never 
hazy, for has not seen time and again 
the “movies”? the light these facts, the 
moving-picture industry appears one the 
most potent allies that the architectural profes- 
sion has the work cultivating general 
architectural consciousness and awareness, plus 
appreciation the inseparable relation home 
and civic architecture bear the life the in- 
dividual those emotional and esthetic phases 
which are the mainsprings his happiness 
unhappiness this world.

NOTEWORTHY LAND DEVELOPMENT

the past several years the subject 
closely restricted and architecturally 

controlled subdivisions has come for 
great deal attention and experimen- 
tation. Southern California seen 
the launching several such enter- 
prises some dimensions and note, and 
Northern California has been the center 
several more. But far the most ambitious, well- 
planned and far-reaching effort this kind date em- 
bodied Bel-Air and Bel-Air Bay the Los Angeles 
territory. 

Bel-Air its entirety comprises some 22,000 acres 
varied topography; within the area are gently sloping 
foothills and valleys and canyons with sharply pitched 
sides. Its seven miles ocean frontage, composing the 
shore line Bel-Air Bay, fortunate chance lie gener- 
ally east and west, rather than due north and south, 
the case with the rest the California coast line, its bays 
and harbors. the ultimate aim develop and im- 
prove this entire area and years the time allotted for 
the work. 

this area, acres, fronting the ocean shore, are now 
under development Bel-Air Bay and Country Club, and 
4500 acres are also process building and occupation 
Bel-Air Township. The plans throughout the project 
are characterized lack speculative, temporary 
compromise features, order that the completed enter- 
prise, all its factors, will conform equal standard 
materials, workmanship and design. The administra- 
tion building, befits structure which will serve the 
business and administrative center for great project 
for years more, building solid, permanent 
construction and finished beauty. 

That buyers Bel-Air may have leave little 
chance, wood-carving, furniture-making 
working shops have been established regular depart- 
ments the organization, and Bel-Air owns its own 
nurseries and horticultural experimental gardens. These 
latter have collected date some 100,000 plants and 
trees—many them rare and little known 
Government permits have been obtained bring seeds 
and cuttings from foreign countries, that within few 
years the Bel-Air nurseries will possess unusual value for 
those interested garden craft. the Bel-Air home 


builder does not care avail himself the services 
the furniture shops, the metal-working shops nurser- 
ies, free seek other sources, but appreciative 
these facilities are the residents and builders that these 
departments are kept constantly occupied. 

Within Bel-Air proper, home architecture may partake 
any style period favored the builder and his 
architect, and any architect good standing may re- 
tained. The plans must, course, submitted 
architectural committee determine their conformance 
with certain standards design and workmanship and 
the harmony the general scheme and purpose. the 
Bel-Air Bay tract the homes must all follow the prin- 
ciples architecture found the shores the 
ranean, and these plans must likewise submitted 
and approved committee. While home may 
built from unauthorized plans, attempt made

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impose petty obnoxious restrictions upon the builder 
his architect. the general purpose the men who 
head the Bel-Air project provide homesite ideal 
physical and social environment and leave the pur- 
chaser function sees fit, long his plans 
not run violently contrary the general purpose. 

The landscaping and engineering are special 
interest and set high new standard projects this 
nature. The size the area makes necessary that for 
each specified division there shall community 
and shopping center, composed small shops, theaters 
and offices. This will make several such units the ulti- 
mate development the 22,000 acres. These are provided 
for the present plans, and control exercised the 
Bel-Air Corporation assures architectural harmony and 
conformity the buildings. The areas set aside for homes 
are located and landscaped that each site commands 
spacious view the outlying country side; while boule- 
vards and roadways swing wide, long curves and vistas 
through the valleys and over the hills. 

Wherever possible those natural features the land- 
scape, such small large trees and masses rock for- 
mations, are left intact their rugged and primitive 
beauty. Creeks, small waterfalls, natural pools and the 
like are also carefully preserved and worked into the 
landscaping scheme. Bridle paths have been laid through- 
Bel-Air, and where these must cross boulevard 
main thoroughfare, they are run beneath the roadway. 
electrical wiring for any purpose whatever per- 
mitted above ground. Everything this nature goes into 
underground conduits, entirely eliminating poles and 
strung wires. 

History tells that the Bel-Air region has tradition 
and lore which the Indians, the early Spanish ex- 
plorers and the Mission Fathers each contributed his rich 
share and store. Now comes race mingle old tradi- 
tion with new; say that years hence Bel-Air will 
thus and so. Seventy-five years, measured the life 
men, long time—so long that those future and un- 
known heirs Bel-Air will, doubt, love tell, 
part its tales and traditions, those plans the men 
today have created for the achievement and assurance 
rare and lasting beauty.

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BIG CITIES BEGIN BUILDING CODE WORK 


Expert Consultant Housing and Building Regulations 


UDGING present activities, 
evident that during 1928 revision 
building code practice will effected 
number cities the Pacific 
Coast. The big cities are leading these 
activities and plan write building 
codes locally. This attitude shows bit 
provincialism, but undoubtedly 
also evidences wisdom. Each city has meet problems 
peculiar the community. the other hand, course, 
there are certain standardized practices which should and 
must necessity adopted the different cities 
like manner. These standardized practices, however, are 
often referred the uninitiated being numerous, 
while the fact that comparative sense they are few, 
because local conditions considered are more numer- 
ous even though some cases less important. 

Some the relatively less important factors build- 
ing code ordinarily apply greater number jobs, 
and, therefore, the whole, they assume proportions 
equal not actually greater importance than those which 
are generally recognized major practices. 

long has been foreseen that the larger cities this 
coast would eventually take the task writing new 
building ordinances; generally conceded there 
room for improvement. 

San Francisco plans have new building law. This 
announcement closely followed the announcement 
Los Angeles that city’s program rewrite all munici- 
pal building regulation outlined exclusive article 
this series last month. San Francisco would require 
competent inspection service employed owners ad- 
dition municipal inspection. 

Seattle, too, might expected join soon the list 
larger cities that will take writing their building codes 
locally, judging published report attributed the 
building superintendent that city, who quoted 
having would futile for the larger cities 
adopt toto any sort code not written local 
supervision. The assumption here that Seattle will take 
the best from available building data and modify fit 
with code suitable for that community. 

Oakland reported have long been considering the 
adoption new building regulations and announce- 
ment from that city may expected the near future. 

San Diego, next Los Angeles, has proposed the 
largest number new ordinances during the past year, 
some which have been passed, designed meet prob- 
lems arising that growing municipality. San Diego 
now working comprehensive code regulate roof 
coverings every description, and possibly will provide 
for the licensing roofing contractors. recently 
adopted ordinances for lathing, plastering, stucco, and 


license building contractors and plasterers. Another ordi- 
nance would require that plans made licensed archi- 
tects and the work executed under supervision the 
architect. 

Sacramento long weathered through without building 
code, and few months ago put into effect reference 
its first set standards for the regulation building. 
Recent reports from the capital city are the effect 
amendments are being considered meet local situations. 

all the larger cities mentioned the forms code 
all probability will different, perhaps too much 
features that easily could made follow accepted 
standards. That problem, however, which apparently 
the building industry not sufficiently organized cope 
with intelligent manner coastwide basis. Con- 
sequently, looks though too much hope for 
get even much uniformity would seem possible 
this time. But there may some consolation the 
fact that better building codes are the making, even 
though they may differ some respects the several 
cities. Eventually, perhaps, more solidified and better 
organized building industry will bring about further im- 
provements. must admitted all who have fol- 
lowed the progress the building industry and the 
various efforts made bring about better and more 
standardized building practice, that sincere effort given 
the subject has produced results and tangible progress has 
been made. There promise further progress. And the 
auspicious beginning made 1928 may show the way 
get the best results. not too early begin thinking 
what the next California Legislature might with 
State building acts, but that will covered forth- 
coming article.

COUNCIL FAVORS ENGINEERS’ LAW 
The Board Mechanical Engineers will continue 
function city department separate from the Board 
Building and Safety Commissioners, according action 
the Los Angeles City Council, which refused approval 
ordinance designed abolish the former board and 
transfer its duties and functions the last mentioned 
board. 

Divergent opinion the subject has been source 
much heated and conflicting discussion over period 
several months, and charges political maneuvering 
have been injected into the controversy. even 
rumored the question jurisdiction will precipitate 
further disagreement, the theory the city charter may 
interpreted divide authority between the two 
boards over enforcement laws regulating mechanical 
equipment buildings. Jurisdiction over elevators and 
boilers, however, would lie with the Board Mechani- 
cal Engineers the recent action the City Council. 
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TILE ROOFING CODE ADOPTED 


more insecurely laid tile roof covering, the gist 
ruling being considered for adoption Los Angeles 
the Municipal Board Building and Safety Commis- 
sioners the form regulatory specification for laying 
tile roofs. good rule, too, more than one way. 
First, would insure safe construction, especially case 
earth other vibratory disturbance. Secondly, 
would eliminate that type insecure cheap roof con- 
struction resorted irresponsible contractors. 

Following the initiative taken municipal officials, 
committee manufacturers tile products and respon- 
sible contractors developed the specification. 

With amendments determined Los Angeles officials 
the specification follows: 


Tile any description used for roof covering shall not absorb more 
than fifteen (15%) per cent the dry weight tile weighed imme- 
diately after immersed water for forty-eight (48) hours. 

All tiles classified one-piece tile shall securely nailed and/or wired 
supporting roof construction. Two-piece tile classified top cover- 
tiles and trough under-tiles shall applied follows: roofs 
not exceeding one-third (14) pitch all such cover top tiles shall 
securely nailed and/or wired supporting roof construction, and all 
tiles including trough under-tiles first lower course eaves and 
all hips shall securely nailed and/or wired supporting 
roof construction. All other trough under-tiles shall nailed 
wired the supporting roof construction shall securely interlocked 
and held place prevent displacement manner that each such 
trough under-tile shall have its lower end abut the upper end cover 
top tile immediately below. roofs exceeding one-third pitch 
each cover top tile and each trough under-tile and/or separate 
pieces thereof shall securely nailed and/or wired the supporting 
roof construction. 

Any type one-piece hook-tile made integrally with lug lugs 
one end thereof may used roofs hereinafter prescribed, provided 
the lug lugs such tile are least five-eighths inch thick the 
same material, project least three-quarters inch below the bottom 
flat surface tile and the lug lugs approximate and extend across 
fifty (50) per cent the width tile. Such hook-tile may applied 
roofs not exceeding two-thirds pitch follows: All such tiles 
hips, ridges and gables shall securely nailed and/or wired 
supporting members. Elsewhere such roofs all such tiles shall 
securely nailed and/or wired the supporting roof construction 
effectively hung hooked with projecting lug lugs over substantial 
wooden metal strips not less than one two 2") inches. Each 
such wooden metal strip shall securely attached nailed least 
every twenty-four (24) inches the supporting roof construction. 
roofs exceeding two-thirds pitch each such hook-tile shall 
securely nailed wired supporting roof construction; provided, 
however, that roofs not one-third (14) pitch there may 
used approved type one-piece hook-tile with lug lugs approxi- 
mating one-third the width tile, approved type combination 
hook and interlocking tile laid overlap and effectively interlock 
with tile next immediately below thereof. 

Tiles any description shall laid effectively shed water and 
overlap the tile next immediately below least three inches; except 
that approved tile which effectively interlocks with tile next imme- 
diately may laid overlap not less than two (2) inches. 

Tiles every description and/or separate pieces thereof required 
attached supporting roof construction shall securely nailed 
with copper nails wired with copper wire not less than No. 
gauge, and when wired and nailed copper nails shall used; 
except that, roofs not exceeding one-third pitch, when tile are 
nailed only, galvanized wire nails may used. All nails shall 
the supporting roof construction least three-fourths (34) inch 
after passing through tile other effective fastening device. The 
requirements prescribed this section relating wiring and/or nailing 
tile shall not deemed apply flat surfaced tiles laid flush used 
ornament and face concrete roof slabs other masonry roof backing 
provided such tiles are firmly imbedded the concrete other masonry 
backing with cement mortar otherwise attached approved 
manner that will prevent displacement.

WHAT PRICE FLIMSY STUCCO 

“Time will tell” old maxim, and the case un- 
regulated, flimsy and cheaply built structures, the test 
time soon reveals the defects. average building 
permits are issued Los Angeles monthly, reported, 
for replastering exterior stucco jobs. Until new ordi- 
nance was enacted that city about six months ago 
regulate lathing, plastering and stucco, this class work 
was done inordinately cheap catch-as-catch-can 
manner. 

Responsible contractors, course, have done good 
plastering, especially when executing work under super- 
vision reputable architects, with the result there are 
outstanding examples jobs well done, credit art 
and craftsmanship, which will endure. But obvious 
that far too many plastering and stucco jobs were the 
other kind. these jobs that are now being done over; 
not because any law requires they reconstructed, but 
because poor workmanship, cheap materials, and even 
good materials misused and incorrectly applied, have 
revealed defects that owners cannot ignore. 

few heavy rains, stiff winds, hot sunshiny days and 
even moderate changes temperature form combina- 
tion elemental forces that must taken into account, 
but which are often ignored balmy weather fly-by- 
night builders. 

The Los Angeles lesson should serve show that when 
applied exterior stucco the word “cheap” means just 
what one standard dictionary says: “Being compara- 
tively little value; hence, poor; mean.” Los 
entitled congratulations for enacting new stucco and 


plaster ordinance. Requisite enforcement should follow 
vigilantly.

architectural achievement. Just 
how fine will probably 
realized more other architects 
than the general public, for 
some time come—except that big, and 
the grand scale cannot help but impress people. 
There nothing flambuoyant about it, nothing 
bizarre. almost severe the restraint its 
facades, the dignified simplicity its main 
apartments. Nowhere there any theatric ap- 
peal the eye the emotions; attempt 
made for the novel, the extreme, the esoteric, 
the symbolic. However, real architecture, 
not the simplest but the most direct terms. 

with every notable building, the 
plan must look for the key the 
success, and understand the plan, the problem 
solved must made clear. This included 
the special requirements and functions the 
club, the exposure, shape and contours the 
site, practical features. 

The lot about 150 500 feet, with north, 
cast and south exposures three wide streets, 
and falls fifteen feet from one end the other.
